IW  A  S  lately  looking  into  a  fmall  Trea- 
tife,  wrote  by  Mr.  James  Swan,  a  Native 
of  Great -Britain ,  entitled,  “  A  Diffualion  tp 
Great-Britain ,  and  her  Colonies,  from  the 
“  Slave-Trade”  and  after  perufing  the  fame,  1 
readily  pafftd  over  with  Cadour  fome  fmall  Errors 
in  the  Diaion  of  the  lame,  occafioned  by  the  ne- 
oefTirv  Abfence  of  the  Gentleman  to  whom  it  was 
committed  by  the  Author  to  correa,  which

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hafe  fo  induftrioufly  been  made  a  handle  of  by  ma¬ 
ny,  who,  we  may  juftly  fuppofe  are  Enemies  to  the 
Liberties  of  Mankind, and  give  their  Opinions  more 
from  Prejudice  and  fordid  Self-intereft,  than  from 
an  honeft  unbiased  Regard  to  the  Right®  of  the 
Subject. 

The  clofc  reafoning  and  difmterefled  Attachment 
fhewn  by  our  young  Authpr,  throughout  the  whole 
of  thii  ufeful  Traft,  for  the  Caufe  of  Freedom ,  ought 
not  to  be  pafied  oyer  ia  Silence  ;  and  I  am  aftonith- 
ed  fo  many  of  oar  Patrons  for  Liberty  fhould  be 
filent  in  this  Refpefh  I  muft  furely  join  with  our 
Author  in  that  Sentence  towards  the  clofe  of  his 
Performance,  “  That  the  Will  to  do  a  good  Avfcioa 
is  next  in  order  to  the  Adi«n  itfelf.” 

The  Caufe  Is  geod  !  The  abolilhing  fo  bale  and 
fcandalous  a  Trade,  which  reflects  the  higheft  Dif- 
grace  on  any  People,  much  more  thofe  who  •wear 
the  Chriftian  Name,  ought  to  be  taken  into  the 
ferious  Confideration  of  our  wife  Legislators, 
who  I  trail  and  heartily  wiih  may  take  thii  Matter 
under  their  immediate  Cognisance. 

For  this  People  to  be  talking  of  Liberty ,  and,  at 
the  fame  Time  to  continue  importing  and  mak¬ 
ing  Slaves  of  whole  Cargoes  of  their  Fellow  Crea¬ 
tures,  muft,  I  think,  be  judged  by  thofe,  who  al¬ 
low  themfelves  to  think  freely,  a  Solacifm  in  Lan¬ 
guage  . 

I  would  a  Ik  thofe  mighty  Sticklers  for  Slavery  t 
Whether  the  Africans  were  not  born  as  free 
as  Britif*  Subjects  ?  If  fo,  are  they  not  j  all  - 
ly.  entitled  to,  and  may  they  net  expect,  both 
by  the  Laws  of  God  and  Man,  to  inherit  and 
poflkf*  cytfr y  Priviledge  which  \ye  enjoy  l  Is 
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sot  this  diabolical  and  mercenary  Trade  of  Man* 
fttaling  or  Slave ‘making,  as  exp  redly  againft  tke 
Laws  of  God,  as  it  is  repugnant  to  the  Char* 
tir  of  this  Province,  which  raufl  be  deemed  she 
great  Bulwark  and  Support  of  our  Liberty  ? 

But  how  fhocking  the  Thought  !  That  fa 
many  of  our  Brethren  fhould  remain  in  perpetual 
Slavery  !  Nature  recoils  at  it !  But  true  it  is,  that 
Millions  of  thefe  diltreded  People  are  under  this 
cruel  Yoak  ;  many  of  them,  I  am  forry  and  eve  a 
biulh  to  fay  it,  are  among  us,  a  People  prsfejft'ig 
to  fear  God  and  hate  Covetoufnefs  !  But  let  it  not 
be  told  in  New -England  !  Publifh  it  not  in  the 
Streets  of  America ,  that  any  of  thefe  People  are 
yet  held  in  Bondage  !  Cry  aloud,  ye  Fathers  of  the 
People,  I  mean  the  Stewards  in  God’s  Houfhold  l 
who  mult  Ihorcly  give  an  Account  of  your  Steward- 
(hip  !  Spare  not  to  tell  the  People  of  their  grofs 
Iniquity  in  this  Refpefl  !  Afk.  yourfelves.  Whe¬ 
ther  you  have  borne  public  Teltimony  againft  fuck 
abominable  Practices  as  thefe  of  Man-ftealing  and 
Slave-making  ?  Ye  Judges  of  the  Earth  !  Is  it 
not  your  Duty  likewife  to  bear  Teltimony  againli 
fuch  vile  Proceedings,  when  you  are  giving  your 
Charge  to  the  Grand  Juries  !

It  muft  afford  the  highefl  Satisfaction  to  every 
Friend  of  Mankind,  to  hear  that  a  Petition  is  laid 
before  the  General  AJftmbly  now  fetting  in  B  oft  on ,  in 
favour  of  thefe  poor  oppreffed  Black  People ,  who 
are  continually  groaning  under  the  heavy  Yoak  of 
Slavery  ;  many  of  whom  are  ufed  in  a  cruel 
Manner  by  fome,  who  call  themfclves  Chriftians, 
and  who  pretend  they  buy  them  in  order  to  inftruft 
them  in  the  Principles  of  the  Chrillian  Religion, 
however  contrary  to  which  they  may  behave  in 
this  Refpeft,  if  they  arc  Rot  faulty  in  any  other. 

Great 
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Great  Succefs  is  expelled  from  this  Petition, 
£nce  Those,  who  are  the  Guardians  of  our 
Rights,  are  led  and  influenced  by  the  true  Prin¬ 
ciples  of  Liberty >  and  a  flncere  Defire  to  promote 
the  good  of  Mankind  :  But  fhould  any  (as  doubt¬ 
less  *fome  of  the  AJJembly  are  Owners  of  Staves) 
he  influenced  by  oppofite  Motives,  that  of  a  mer¬ 
cenary  Third  after  Money,  I  fhould  be  for ry. 

But  I  would  hope  better  Things  of  thofe  wor¬ 
thy  Gentlemen ,  many  of  whom  in  Times  pad,  to 
their  immortal  Honor  be  it  fpoken,  have  didin- 
guifhed  themfelves  for  their  deady  and  difinter- 
eded  Conduct  and  firm  Attachment  to  the  Condi- 
tut  ion  ;  whofe  noble  and  patriotic  Refolves  will 
hand  their  Names  down  to  Generations  yet  un¬ 
born,  who  will  read  them  with  Applaufe, 

Should  thofe  Slaves  fail  of  Succefs  in  petiti¬ 
oning  the  General  AJfembly ,  may  they  not  feek  ano¬ 
ther  Way  of  Redrefs,  namely,  by  fuing  for  their 
Services  ?  I  am  well  informed  there  have  been 
Numbers  freed  in  feveral  Country  Towns,  anci 
heartily  wifli  others  may  meet  with  the  fame  Suc¬ 
cefs,  who  may  hereafter  feek  this  lad  Method  of 
Red  refs,  when  every  other  (hall  fail  them. 

What  pity  it  is,  that  every  Town  did  not 
Indruft  their  Reprefentatives,  relative  to  this 
mod  intereding  and  important  Suojedd,  when  they 
lately  took  into  their  Coniideration  fome  other 
weighty  Matters,  in  regard  to  Freedom,  and  the  In¬ 
fringements  that  have  been  made  on  the  Confuta¬ 
tion. 

Had  fuch  Indru&ions  been  committed  to  thofe 
Gentlemen,  who  are  the  Guardians  and  Patrons  o* 
Itiberty,  it  might,  perhapt,  have  had  a  falutary  Effect 
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rn  bringing  about  fo  defirable  a  Meafure,  and  great^ 
1 y  tended  to  relive  thofe  oppreffed  Black  People  from 
Bondage. 

However,  T  trull  theRefolutions  lately  come  in¬ 
to  by  this,  as  well  as  many  of  our  worthy  and  pa¬ 
triotic  Country  Towns  in  this  Province,  will  fuffi- 
ciently  jultify  the  Expediency  as  well  as  abfolute 
NecelTity  of  the  before- mentioned  Petition  of  Griev¬ 
ance,  and  may  anfwer  a  valuable  Purpofe,  in  effect¬ 
ing  a  Redreis  although  it  may  be  objected  to  by 
many  who  are  making  unjufl  Gain  by  wickedly 
detaining  thefe  People  in  Slavery; 

Many  will  objeCt  to  the  freeing  the  Slants 
among  us,  by  faying.  If  they  are  fet  at  Liberty  they 
will  turn  Vagrants,  and  thereby  become  a  Pelt 
to  Society  ;  that  our  Streets  will  be  filled  with  Rob¬ 
bers,  Hcufe-breakers,  Cffr.  In  Anfwer  to  which  I 
would  alk  this  Queftion,  What  Right  had  we  to 
bring  thofe  People  among  us,  or  to  encourage  fo 
iniquitous  a  Trade  ?  Surely,  if  we  had  not  a  Right 
to  bring  them  from  their  own  Country,  (which 
I  am  certain  no  one  can  difpute)  they  ought  to  be 
returned  thereto,  at  the  publicExpence,  if  theychufe 
it,  which,  doubtlels,  would  be  the  Cafe  with  many. 
But  thofe  who  chufe  to  tarry  in  this  Country  after 
they  are  fet  at  Liberty,  we  doubt  not  would  in 
general  behave  well  ;  if  they  fhould  not,  it  mull 
be  remembered,  they  are  fubjeCt  to  the  Common 
Law  of  the  Land, 

Should  fuch  an  Event  take  Place,  (I  zneaa 
fetting  at  liberty  thofe  who  are  boundt  it  would 
furely  ferve  to  Ihew,  that,  in  Head  of  being  frc~ 
tended  Friends  to  Liberty ,  wc  are  really  hearty  for  the 
general  and  unalienable  Rights  of  Mankind.

The  humble  PETITION  of  many  Slaves, 
living  in  the  Town  of  Boston,  and  other 
Towns  in  the  Prnvince  is  this,  namely, 

T^HAT  your  Excellency  and  Honors,  and 
the  Honorable  the  Reprefentatives  would 
he  pleafed  to  take  their  unhappy  State  a^nd  Cion 
dition  under  your  wife  and  juft  Confidera* 
tion. 

We  defire  to  blefs  God,  who  loves  Man¬ 
kind,  who  feot  his  Son  to  die  for  their  Salvation, 
and  who  is  no  Refpe&er  of  Perfons  ;  that  he  hath 
lately  put  it  imo  the  Hearts  of  Multitudes  on  both 
Sides  of  the  Water,  to  bear  our  Burthens,  fome 
of  whom  are  Men  of  great  Note  and  Influence  j 
who  have  pleaded  our  Caufe  with  Arguments 
which  we  hope  will  have  their  weight  with  this 
Honorable  Court. 

We  prefume  not  to  di&ate  to  your  Excel¬ 
lency  and  Honors,  being  willing  to  reft  our 
Caufe  on  your  Humanity  and  Juflicc  ;  yet  would 
beg  Leave  to  fay  a  Word  or  two  on  the  Subjeft, 

Although  fome  of  the  Negroes  are  vicious, 

(who  doubtlefs  may  be  puniihed  and  reftrained 

by  the  fame  Laws  which  are  in  Force  agamft 

ether  of  the  King’s  Subjeds)  there  are  many 

ethers  of  a  quite  different  Character,  and  who-, 

p  it 
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if  made  free,  would  foon  be  able  as  well  as  wil¬ 
ling  to  bear  a  Part  in  the  Public  Charges  ;  many 
of  them  of  good  natural  Parts,  are  difereet,  fober, 
honed,  and  induftrious  ;  and  may  it  not  be  faid 
of  many,  that  they  are  virtuous  and  religious,  al¬ 
though  their  Condition  is  in  itfelf  fo  unfriendly 
to  Religion,  and  every  moral  Virtue  except  Pa¬ 
tience,  How  many  of  that  Number  have  there 
been,  and  now  are  in  this  Province,  who  have  had 
every  Day  of  their  Lives  imbictered  with  this  mol! 
intolerable  Refle&ion,  That,  let  their  Behaviour 
be  what  it  will,  neither  they,  nor  their  Children  to 
all  Generations,  fhall  ever  be  able  to  do,  or  to 
poftefs  and  enjoy  any  Thing,  no,  not  even  Life 
itfelf t  but  in  a  Manner  as  the  Eeajls  that  p.e- 
rijh. 

W t  have  no  Property  !  We  have  no  Wives  ! 
No  Children  !  We  have  no  City  !  No  Coun¬ 
try  !  But  we  have  a  Father  in  Heaven,  and  we 
are  determined,  as  far  as  his  Grace  (hall  enable 
us,  and  as  far  as  our  degraded  contemptuous  Life 
will  admit,  to  keep  all  his  Commandments  ; 
Efpecially  will  we  be  obedient  to  our  Mafters,  fo 
long  as  God  in  his  fovereign  Providence  fhall 
fuffer  us  to  be  holden  in  Bondage, 

It  would  be  impudent,  if  not  prefumptuous  in 
us,  to  fugged  to  your  Excellency  and  Honors 
ai|y  Law  or  Laws  proper  to  be  made,  in  relation 
to  our  unhappy  State,  which,  although  our  great- 
eft  Unhappinefs,  is  not  our  Fault  ;  and  this 
gives  us  great  Encouragement  to  pray  and  hope 
for  fuch  Relief  as  is  confident  with  your  Wif* 
dom,  Juftice,  and  Gaodne  fs. 

We  think  oorfelves  very  happy,  that  we  may 
thus  addrefs  the  Great  and  General  Court  of  this 

Province. 
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Province,  which  great  and  good  Court  is  to  us,  the 
beft  Judge,  under  God,  of  what  is  wife,  juft,  and 
good. 

We  humbly  beg  Leave  to  add  but  this  one  Thing 
more  ;  We  pray  for  fuch  Relief  only,  which  by 
no  Poftibiiity  can  ever  fee  productive  of  the  leaft 
Wrong  or  Injury  to  our  Mafters  ;  but  to  us  will 
be  as  Life  from  the  dead.

WISE  and  good  Men  in  all  Ages  have  ce¬ 
lebrated  Fatriotifm  as  a  Virtue  of  the 
firft  Magnitude,  and  all  Men  who  fhine  in  the 
Lift  of  Fame  are  renowned  for  Humanity,  or  a 
benevolent  Regard  to  all  their  bellow  Ivlen^,  th«s 
is  one  of  the  bnghteft  Jewels  in  their  Crov  n 
of  Glory  ;  and  without  this  no  Man  will  ever 
enter  the  Temple  of  Fame  below,  nor  the  Gates 
of  Heaven  above.  Animated  with  this  Punci- 
pie,  I  would  plead  for  Juftice  in  behalx  of  tie 
moft  unhappy  Part  of  our  Species — the  Negroes. 
This  People  have  been  treated  in  a  Manner  which 
di  graces  Humanity  and  the  Laws  ol  Heaven  ;  an 
all  the  facrcd  Tiesof  Nature,  Reafon,  and  Conference 
have  been  violated  to  rob  this  poor  People  of  the 
Gifts  of  God  ! 


So*'* 
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Some  feeble  Efforts  have  of  late  been  made  to 
juflify  the  black  and  enormous  Crimes  above  men¬ 
tioned,  but  Reafon  and  Confidence  mock  their  vain 
Attempts,  while  the  Saviour  and  Judge  of  the  World 
condemns  them  and  their  Cauls  with  this  eternal 
Rule  of  Righteoafnefs,  Whatfoever  ye  would  that 
Men  jhould  do  unto  you,  do  ye  even  fo  to  them.  With 
this  Golden  Rule  before  him,  what  Chriltian  can 
countenance  the  enjlaving  his  Fellow  Men  ?  By  this 
Brattice  of  Slave-making ,  every  Principle  of  Juf- 
tice.  Humanity,  and  Righteoufnefs  is  flagrantly 
violated  ;  and  for  fuch  Iniquity  we  have  the  ucmofl 
Reafyn  to  expett  that  God  will  vifft  us  with 
his  righteous  Judgments. 

To  avert  thofe  deferved  Judgments,  it  is  hoped 
the  patriotic  Legiflature  of  this  Province,  will  in  their 
pteferu  Seffion  make  a  Law  to  prevent  the  Impor¬ 
tation  of  any  more  Slaves  into  this  Government  : 
And  alfo  adopt  feme  Method  to  relieve  thofe  who 
a^e  now  in  Bondage  in  the  Province.  Unlefs  we 
deal  juflly  and love  Mercy  ,we  cannot  expett  any  Thing 
but  the  Frowns  of  thatGoowho  lovetb  Rigbteoufnefs. 

The  word  of  God  commands  us  to  give  Honor  to 
whom  Honor  is  due,  and  furely  it  is  not  due  to  any 
more  than  to  thofe  who  relieve  the  opprefled,  and 
give  Liberty  to  them  who  are  in  Bondage  ;  We 
defire  therefore  to  mention  two  honorable  Gentle¬ 
men  who  have,  from  Chriftian  Principles  of  Liberty , 
given  Freedom  to  their  Slaves ,  viz,  Mr.  Robert 
Pier  pont  of  Boflon,  and  Major  Fuller  of  New* 
ton.  May  their  noolo  Example  he  imitated  by  all 
Chri.ftians,  and  the  Bleffings  of  Heaven  deficend  on 
them  and  on  all  who  do  likewife. 

Tue  Sons  of  Africa. 
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The  following  Piece  is  taken  from  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Spy,  of  Thurfday,  January  28, 
1773,  having  been  abridged  and  corre&ed  by 
the  Author. 

To  the  Members  of  the  General  Court, 
adembled  at  Boston,  the  6th  Indanc. 


Gentlemen, 

HAVING  feen  a  Petition  that  is  intended 
to  be  laid  before  you,  in  the  Name  of 
many  Slaves ,  living  in  Bofton  and  other  Towns  in 
the  Province,  praying,  That  you  would  be  pleaf- 
ed  to  take  their  unhappy  State  and  Condition  un¬ 
der  Confideration,  and  give  them  fuch  Relief  as  is 
confident  with  your  Wifdom,  Juftice,  and  Good- 
nefs.  I  am  lei  to  make  a  few  Obfervations  on 
the  Subjeft,  which  I  hope  may  not  be  unufeful,  pre¬ 
vious  to  your  taking  it  up. 

First.  I  would  'beg  leave  to  remark.  That  ( 
we  have  been  for  a  Number  of  Years  contend¬ 
ing  and  drugging  for  the  recovery  of  our  natu¬ 
ral  and  Charter  Rights,  and  yet  never  appeared  to 
condder  that  we  adt  in  direct  Oppofition  thereto. 

It  is  thus  declared  in  the  Charter,  viz.  “And  further 
“  Our  Will  and  Pleafure  is,  and  we  do  here* 

“  by  for  Us,  Our  Heirs,  and  Succeflors,  grant, 

“  edablilh,  and  Ordain,  that  all  and  every  of 
<e  the  Subjects  of  Us,  Our  Heirs,  and  Succedors, 

“  which  ihall  go  to  and  inhabit  within  our  fa  id 
li  Province  and  Territory  and  every  of  their  Chil- 
“  dun  which  (hall  happen  to  be  born  there,  cr 
*■  on  the  Seas  in  going  thither,  or  returning  from 

44  thence,  (hall  have  and  enjoy  all  liberties 
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and  Immunities  of ■  free  and  natural  Subjedls 
“  within  any  of  the  Dominions  of  Us,  Out 
“  Heirs,  and  SuccTTors,  to  all  Intents,  Conftruc- 
**  tions,  and  Purpofes  whatfoever,  as  if  they  and 

every  of  them  were  born  within  thisOur  Realm  of 
*(  England”  which  at  once  throws  down  all  Foun¬ 
dation  to  fupport  any  Laws  of  the  Province  allowing 
the  keeping  Slaves..  I  always  underltood  (I  hope  I 
am  not  miftaken)  that  no  Laws  could  be  enact¬ 
ed  contrary  to  the  Charter,  and  it  is  plain  that 
at  the  granting  it,  there  was  an  Intent,  that  all 
People  who  fhouid  ever  inhabit  within  the  Pro¬ 
vince,  fhou-d  enjoy  the  fame  Liberties  and  Pri¬ 
vileges  as  if  in  England  ;  And,  by  a  late  memo¬ 
rable  Cafe  determined  at  the  higheft  Court  of 
Common  Law  at  Home,  it  was  decreed.  That 
ko  Per/on  can  be  held  as  a  Slave ,  othervuife  than 
by  an  exprefs  Law  of  the  Country  he  lives  iny  and 
that  there  is  any  fuch  Law  in  the  Province  of  the 
Majf&cbufett$-Bayy  I  abfolutely  deny  ;  therefore,  I 
conceive  you  cannot  in  juftice  to  the  Negroes, 
your  own  Confciences,  and  the  Spirit  and  Inten¬ 
tion  of  the  Charter,  find  that  they  arejuftly  and 
legally  kept  in  Bondage ,  or  that  they  fhail  be  fo 
in  future,, 


Secondly,  I  would  obferve,  for  the  further 
clearing  up  the  Injuftice  of  the  Pradiice  of  mak¬ 
ing  Slaves  here,  which  has  given  fo  much  real 
Caufe  of  Complaint  for  Years  pail,  that  it  is  ex- 
preflly  againft  the  Laws  of  God,  which  are  of 
higher  Obligation  than  thofe  of  Nations  or  Pro¬ 
vinces,  as  is  mentioned  in  Exod .  xxi.  1 6.  Levit . 
Wr.

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Thirdly.  It  is  incompatible  wivh  the  Laws 
which  Christ  delivered,  concerning  our  Duty 
one  to  another,  and  which  is  agreeable  to  the 
Rules  of  Nature  an<4  Society,  To  do  unto  others  as 
we  would  they  poould  do  to  us  If  l  couid  con- 
tent  myfelf  to  be  placed  in  the  fame  Situation 
with  thofe  Blacks,  without  murmuring  or  Dif- 
content,  I  am  fate  I  Ihould  be  the  very  lalt 
Perfon  who  would  wilh  them  freed  ;  But  as  the 
very  Idea  of  Slavery  is  fo  detelUble  to  every  ge¬ 
nerous  Mind  5  and  as  we  hear  daily  of  Town 
Meetings,  and  confulting  upon  the  Infringe¬ 
ments  that  haw-e  been  lately  made  upon  our  natu¬ 
ral  and  Charter  Rights,  and  palling  Refolves  to 
that  EfFeft,  pray  what  can  we  think  of  ourfeives, 
when  there  is  hardly  a  Head  of  a  Family  but  has 
one  or  more  Examples  of  Bondage  in  his  Houfe. 
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When  the  Petition  comes  before  you,  1  hope,, 
as  I  doubt  not,  you  will  think  candidly  of  their 
deje&ed  State  ;  and  fceg  you  would  revolve  in 
your  Minds,  the  Ideas  you  entertain  of  Liber¬ 
ty ,  and  Protections  you  daily  make  againlt  SU* 
very.
